WASHINGTON, March 29 
MWP).—Motrin, a drug prescribed 
for arthritis, may be the first 
non-narcotic drug that is a more 
effective pain killer than arpirin, 
sccordins to 2 new study. 

The researchers considered the 
cases of 192 dental patients, aged 
16 to 30, who had surgery to re- 
move impacted wisdom teeth and 
teeth that were imbedded under 
bone and gums. A group of the 
patients wos given Motrin to re- 
lieve the often painful gum in- 
flammation that followed the 


surecty. 

The results of the study were 
revealed at a dentaj] research 
meeting in Miam! yesterday by 
Dr, Stephen Cooper, assistant 
professor of ora] surgery and 
pharmacology at Georgetown Uni- 
versity. Dr. Cooper sald that, if 
Motrin proved os safe as aspirin, 
it would be the first non-narcotic 
drug to be as effective as aspirin. 
He added: “We saw no serious 
side effects m outpatients.” 

Some cf the patients were 
given a dose of aspirin equivalent 
to one ordinary aspirin tablet. 
some the equivalent of two tab- 
lets. Some were civen a smail. 
some a larger dese of Motrin, an 
Upjohn product for which the 
seentific mame is ibuprofen. 
Some were given a “placebo.” or 
ineffectual doug, as a further 
cheek. 

The smallest dose of Motrin 
proved as effective as the two~- 
tablet dose of aspirin and the 
larger dose of Motrip was “sig- 
nificantly better.” Dr. Cooper re- 
parted.

Jupiter’s Magnetic Tail Found 
To Affect the Solar System

WASHINGTON, March 29 (WP). 
—dJupiter's magnetic tall is 80 
long that it extends at least 500 
million miles, creating bizarre 
magnetic storms on Saturn and 
each of lis nine moons évery 30 
years when Jupiter aligns with

“It proves the overwhelming in- 
fence Jupiter has on the rest 
of the solar system,” said Dr. 
John Wolfe of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion’s Research Center in Cali- 
fornia.

Crystallization in Lebanon 


Within Lebanon, still torn by its complex 
civil war, there have been distinct signs of 
@ crystaliization of opposing forces. And of 
those forces, leftist Moslems led by Kamal 
Jumblat have made impressive gains—snffl- 
cient.y impressive to make them insist on 
‘what would be in effect a military victory. 
The kind of arrangement that Syria thought 
it had worked out between the then much- 
divided groups in Lebanon—a compromise 
between Christians and Moslems based on 
nee but still arbitrary representational quo- 
tas—has been shattered. Jumblat Is insisting 
on a one-man. one-vote foundation for his 
ew Lebanon. 

This would mean Moslem domination, re- 
placing the Christian hegemony that existed 
before. And since there are strong economic 
elements in the Christilan-Mosiem division 
of Lebanon, with the Christians powerful in 
business and finance. the Moslems ate cer- 
tain to introduce changes in the economic 
structure of the country, as well as a closer 
alignment with the other Arab states. 

But what changes and which Arab states? 
Egypt, fearing Syria, has proposed united 
Arab action to bring order te Lebanon. Syria, 
fearing increased influence for the more 
radical Arab Socialists who run Iraq, has 


sought to direct events in Lebanen teward 
moderate courses. Iraq, for its part, has been 
helping the radicals In Lebanon, and 50 has 
Libya. And it is the last twa who seem to 
be coming out ahead in the Lebanese war. 

Whether this will peraiat in whatever peace 
may be achieved is another matter. The 
crystalilzation of the fighters in Lebanon may 
nat extend into the politics of a ceuntry 
restored to the ballot box; Jumblat may win 
in street fighting. and in creating the xind 
of political structgre he and his followers 
want, but still tose when the guns are sient 
and other pressures exert themselves on the 
voters. As history amply proves, comradeship 
in arms is no guarantee of unity when those 
arms are laid down. 

So the apparent dichotomy ef Lebanon 
may prove only an appearance, however ef. 
fective that may be in the current battles. 
Neither the Lebanon that will emerge fram 
this cruel testing nor its relationship to its 
neighbors or ta the world at large can be 
detected through the smeke of combat in 
Beirut. All that is clearly evident are the 
silent bodies in the streets, the battered 
houses. the stalled economy, the deepening 
bitterness. The tragedy 15 evident: the hones 
are obscure. 


On Threatening Cuba... 


in testimony befere the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee last week, Secretary of 
State Kissinger appeared to be playing down 
the notion of any imminent crisis with Cuba 
and the Soviet Union over military interven- 
tion in Africa or elsewhere. 

But ff, as he said, “there is no urgent 
situation at this moment that requires ἃ 
ertsis decision.” the administration would be 
well advised to hait the public psychological 
warfare campaign it has been carrying on 
recently against Cuba in particular. 

The Pentagon statement that the joint 
chiefs of staff are participating in a National 
Security Council review “of possible action 
which might be taken with regard to Cuba” 
probably frightened ordinary U.S. citizens, 
members of Congress and this country’s allies 
and hemisphere neighbors at least as much 
as it did Moscow and Havana. 


And Mr. Eissinger's flat declaration, utter- 
ed mest recently in Dellas, that “the United 
States will not accept further Cuban military 
interventions abroad” is so sweeping that it 
would seem to deny the administration any 
operational flexibility in another crisis and 
to carry risks for this country as grave as 
those it implies for its adversaries. 

What constitutes 2 Cuban intervention of 
the kind Washington would find intolerab:e? 
Clearly the participation of 12,000 Sovier- 
supplied Cuban soldiers in Angola's civil war 
‘was such an intervention. But Cuba has mili- 
tary missions in at least six other African 
or Arab countries, invited by the respective 
governments, 

They may be there for no good purpose: 
but they have as much right to be there as 
do the U.S. military assistance missions scat- 
tered over much of the globe. 


..in Southern Africa 


Tf the most probable locale for the next 
erisis remains southern Africa, Americans 
have to understand that this area offers 
formidable obstacles—logistical, political, 
moral—for any effective U.S. action to 
eounter Cuban involvement. 

Fortunately, the black governments and 
black Hberation movements in the area have 
eaid they do not wish nor envision Cuban 
military action in either Rhodesis or Namibia 
«South-West Africa). 

But the political facts of life about south- 
etn Africa ought by now to be clear to every- 
one. If the United States ever intervened 
militarily—under whatever provocation—in 
ways that helped bolster white minerity rule 
in Rhodesia, Namibia or South Africa, it 
would alienate irreparably not merely all of 
black Africa but the entire nonwhite world 
and much of the white world as weil. 

It is surely Washington's recognition of 
the political and moral impossibility of such 
U.S. intervention—plus the danger of having 
its bluff cailed in southern Africa—that has 
caused the administration recently to shift 
its warnings about another Castroite adven- 
ture abroad to hints of action against the 
Cuban homeland. Bat here, too, the threats 
raise ominous questions for which no one 
thus far has provided any answers. 

Would the administration really contem- 


plate another Bay of Pigs invasion of Cuba? 
Would it attempt to impose a blockade of 
the island—as this country did under very 
different circumstances in 1962—knowing 
that such an act would command no sup- 
port from any other American states. except 
perhaps from Somoza’s Nicaragua. Stroess- 
ner’s Paraguay and the Chilean juntas. and 
would be actively opposed by our major 
allies? 

If Fidel Castro has begun again to expo:t 
his revolution in this hemisphere—as admin- 
istration spokesmen have recently hinted—it 
is a matter of concern to all the American 
states; it 15 even covered by the Treaty of 
Rio de Janeiro. 

There are obvious targets of opportunity; 
for the Cuban regime te exploit in the rest- 
less and poverty-stricken Caribbean coun- 
tries—though a more active policy of US. 
assistance in that area might dimixish Mr. 
Castro's prospects. 

But until Washington can point to some 
overt act of Cuban intervention or agezes- 
sion in Africa or the hemisphere or eise- 
where. i¢ ought to shelve a campaign of 
threats that many will suspect is related to 
President Ford's re-election drive and that 
in any event Is likely to make proviems 
worse. rather than helping to soive them.

The Patriarch 
Of a Community 
Fer Ex-Addicts

'T.-PAUL-SUR-SAVE, France (IHT).— 
Lacien Exceimajer, also known as “The 
Patriarch of La Boere,” who says that he 
Jomamiac, bears a striking resem~ 
Blance to Santa Claus. Zt is perhaps this 
mixture of force and mellowness that bave 
mace La Boére, a community for ex- 
addicts. a success in a field where successes 
are few. 

Engelmajer claims that he has been suc- 
cessful in getting acd keeping 70 per cent 
of his addicts off drugs and reintcgrating 
them into society. When only those who 
stayed at La Boere ot least one month are 
considered, the percentage of success rises 
to 80. 

‘It ts difficuit ἰο verify these figures short 
of contacting each addict who ever stayed 
at La Boere. But there is at least quallta- 
tive corroborates: from one of France's best 
known addiction experis, Dr. Claude Olie- 
venstein, a psychiatrist amd director of 
Paris's Marmoian Center: 

"He ‘Exgelmaier) has had very good, ex- 
traordina:;, results with very difficult 


cases. His results are perhaps better than 


elsewhere, ane certainly with very recalci- 
trant cases.”

The Patriarch has hic share of problems 
with La Botre, and his megalomaniac and 
bellicose tendencies don’t particularly help. 
He has run-ins with the préfet of the 
department, and local authorities use part 
of the La Botre grounds as a garbace 
dump. He fs criticized by leftists for his 
roje as patriarch, and by conservatives for 
letting male and female addicts room to- 
gcther if they so desire. 

The moet pressing problem, however, is 
that of money. Classed only as s lodging 
and not 8 treatment center, La Bocre re- 
ceives a total of only 53 francs per person 
a day from the government and functions 
largely on Lucien’s pension, his wife Rena‘s 
schoolteacher's salary and on contzibutions. 
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
